Groundbreaking 
Starts on Huge 
Industrial Area 

Construction for the huge new 
industrial complex to house the op- 
erations of the Quaker Stretcher 
Co., on its relocation in Antioch in 
mid-1961 formally got under way 
Monday when Village President 
Murrill Cunningham, general con- 
tractor Arnold N. May, and village 
trustees Bernard Osmond and Her- 
man Holbek turned over the first 
spadefuls of earth. 

Site preparation, started Nov, 8, 
on the 20-acre plot located immedi- 
ately east of the Soo Line railroad 
tracks and bounded on the north by 
McMillen road, is being pushed by 
Arnold N. May Builders, Inc., of 
Richmond, with actual foundation 
and footing work scheduled to get 
under way in about 90 days. 

Shooting for a July 1, 1961 com- 
pletion date, contractor May dis- 
closed that the structure will have 
about 4 acres under roof and enclose 
152,000 square feet of floor space. 
This will be the main building, con- 
sisting of manufacturing, warehous- 
ing and office facilities. A 25,000 
square foot, annex will be located 
adjacent . to "and immediately West 
of the main structure. The plant 
will be serviced by a spur to be run 
from the railroad. 

Remainder of the 20 acres north 
of McMillen Road and adjacent to 
Victory Carbide Saw and Tool Co., 
Inc., will be used for parking and 
will allow plenty of room for future 
plant expansion, which officials pre- 
dict will occur within- 2-3 years if 
business continues at its present 
pace. 

The one-story complex will be of 
modern design incorporating latest 
developments in economical curtain 
wall construction. Framing will be 
of structural steel. Walls will be 
of aluminum sandwich panel com- 
posed of two wythes of aluminum 
enclosing an insulating core. 

Exterior wall surface will be 
fluted with pattern running verti- 
cally. 

This type of construction is con- 
sidered most feasible for industrial 
construction because of its attrac- 
tive appearance, economy and ease 
of maintenance. Masonry and 
glass walls will enclose office areas. 

According to May, his Richmond 
general contracting firm will do all 
work on site, preparation, excavat- 
ing, cement, masonry, steel erection, 
carpentry, paneling, cabinet making 
and painting, with some utilities 
and mechanicals being subbed out. 
He plans to start moving in heavy 
equipment early next week in an 
effort to take advantage of the un- 
seasonably mild weather and in con- 
sideration of a fairly-tight comple- 
tion schedule. 

May disclosed that all being equal, 
local suppliers will play a prom- 
inent role in furnishing materials 
for the new industrial complex.

There are 21 different conservation 
practices that local county farmers 
can use, including soil conservation^ 
forestry,! arid erosion control, 
': ; Practices probably needing the 
most attention now are those deal- 
ing with 4ree ^planting. Order 
blanks for trees from the Wisconsin 
Conservation Department are now 
available. There] usually is a short- 
age on tree species, and those who 
order early stand the best chance 
of getting it filled. 
' There are many: acres of land that 
should be reforested as they are un- 
profitable to use for anything else. 
For these acres, there is an A.S.C. 
cost-sharing program to encourage 
this conservation practice. Cost- 
sharing is also available for the 
planting of trees for shelterbelts and 
for erosion control. The rate of 
cost-sharing ranges from $1.50 per 
100 trees for machine-planted seed- 
lings, to $4.10 per 100 for the hand- 
planted transplants on steep slopes 
of 25 per cent or more. 

Federal cost-sharing is not avail- 
able for commerciar Christmas tree 
planting or for ornamental stock. 

To qualify for cost-sharing -the 
landowner must apply to the A.S.C. 
office in the courthouse prior to tree 
planting. The trees also must be 
planted at least 800 per acre and not 
over 1,400 per acre; they must be 
protected from fire and grazing. 
The site, site preparation and species 
of trees to be planted must have 
the approval of the forester. For 
Kenosha, Jim Johnson of Elkhorn. 

There is some cost-sharing on the 
building of fences where they are 
constructed to protect trees from 
grazing. 

The planting of trees for shelter- 
belts and erosion control have to 
follow the same rules to comply for 
cost-sharing except these are super- 
vised by the local S.C.S. technician, 
Tony Marini. 

Shelterbelts are planted to protect 
land from wind erosion, as the wind 
moves much of the good topsoil 
from level fields when these fields 
have no cover crop. This is par- 
ticularly true where the planting of 
truck crops is practiced. 

The planting of trees for erosion 



control is applicable to areas in 
gullies or along : streams where 
water is eroding stream banks. 

Shrubs can be planted in the aame 
AS.C. practices mentioned to en- 
courage wild i if e a nd to aid In e ro- 
sion control. 'Generally they are] 
planted in borders or i n combination j 
with trees. - • 

Cost-sharing on shrubs ranges 
from $1 .35 for multif lora rose to 
$1.45 for other shrubs. Multiflora 
rose grow better where a seedbed 
has been prepared; at least part of 
this bed preparation should be done 
this fall, Plowing or discing of, the 
area to be planted is the best
